a certain fearful looking for 
of judgment and fiery indig- 
nation.” Heb. 10:23-27. 

It appears by the teach- 
ing of this Scripture that it is 
unsafe to stay away from 
meetings for worship, lest a 
person might do wrong and 
finally fall back pasta “dead 
line” over whichhe may 
never pass again. 

This view is sustained by 
a verse following, which in- 


dicates the danger of tread- 
ing under foot the Son of 
God, and counting “the 
blood of the coveriant, 
wherewith he was sanctified, 
an unholy thing.” Heb. 
10:29. 


The apostle Peter agrees 
with this teaching, and shows 
a place of bondage into which 
people may fall that makes 
their “latter end * * * worse 
with them than the begin- 
ing.” He continuesby saying “‘it 
had been better for them not 
to have known the way of 
righteousness, than, after 
they have known it, to turn 
from the holy commandment 
delivered unto them. 2Peter 
2:19-22 

There is only one sure and 
safe way to travel. This is 
described at Heb. 6:1,2. The 
plan is made so that when 
one starts to be a Christian 
he should go on and on and 
never retrace his steps nor 
have to go over the same 
territory in his experince 
twice. Get saved and keep 
saved and “go on unto per- 
fection,” is God’s plan for 
every one. 


It is admitted that God 1s 
extremely mercilul, but He 
will not bear with people al- 
ways. This truth is illustrat- 
ed at Hebrews 12:14-17, 
where the writer describes 
Esau as having sold his birth- 
right and afterwards sought 
to regain it, but it was too 
late. “He found no place of 
repentance, though he 
sought if carefully with 
tears.” 

When once obtained, an 
experience should be kept 
bright. There are too many 
danger signals along the way 
to act the least bit trifling 
about the matter. However, 
there are provisions made 
for those to return who have 
gone astray after having be- 
come Christians and fallen 
back into sin, but to say the 
least about such doings, it is 
extremely dangerous. 


Some people sometimes 
may try to set the dead line, 
and declare that certain ones 
have passed over it and 
there 1s no chance for them 
to be rescued, but teachers 


discourage some that might 
be reclaimed if they hae 
the proper help. ‘There is 
hope as long as_ there is life” 
is an adage worth paying at- 
tention to and remembering. 

A light glance at Heb. 6:4-6 
might cause some one to 
mark out the destiny of some 
other one who has been less 
fortunate, but a deeper study 
of the same verses may give 
some discouraged soul a faint 
glimmer of hope after all. 
The first thing | want to say 
concerning the experience 
described by these verses is, 
that, no mortal man, aside 
from a special revelation from 
God, can apply this to any 
special person. 

In these verses are. five 
points of experience marked 
out, every one of which must 
be applied before it can be 
said, There is no hope. A 
person may have had one of 
these experiences and fallen 
from it, but that alone will 
not debar him the privilege 
of returning. He may have 
had four out of the five and 
fallen from the four, but that 
does not shut him out so but 
what he may return. And it 
might appear to some that 
one has had all five of these 
gracious experiences and lost 
them all, by falling away in- 
to wilful sin, but whois go- 
ing to esteem himself so per- 
fect in knowledge and reve- 
lation that he will dare point 
out the man that has had 
these experiences to that de- 
gree of perfection from which 
he has fallen to that extent 
that is meant by the keen un- 
derstanding of God Himself? 


What is it to be enlighten- 
ed? What is it to have tast- 
ed of the heavenly gift? What 
is it to be made _partakers of 
the Holy Ghost? What is 
itto have tasted the good 
word ot God? What is it to 
have tasted of the powers of 
the world to come? Your 
may have your idea about 
the answer to these ques- 
tions. But what does God 
mean by them? ‘ou may 
make a certain application 
so you decide that if one who 
has been baptized with the 
Holp Ghost should fall away 
into sin he could not be re: 
claimed, but are you sure in 
God’s mind He would make 
the application inthe same 
way? 

Leaving these Scriptures 
for what they are worth, and 
I am sure it is a serious and 
dangerous thing to fall away, 
it remains that Jesus says to 
leave the ainety andnine and 
search for the one that has 
gone astray. Luke 15:4-7.

They 
seemed to be so taken up 
with things of God. They 
related a very wenderful aase 
of healing which had occur- 
red at one of the _ stations. 
They are very strong on 
healing and have had many 
remarkable answers to pray- 
er. 

Ihave a very bright little 
eleven-year-old Chinese boy 
whose mother | was told 
went away and left him to 
beg. She is a widow and 
had a position where she 
could go and make a scant 
living | suppose, but could 
not carry the boy with her, 
so he had to beg they said. 
We took him in last May. 
He is sucha dear little fel- 
low and! wantto ask the 
saints to especially pray for 
him. I trust the Lord will 
fit him up to call him to give 
the gospel to his own people, 
if our Lord tarries. You 
should hear him pray. O, 
there are many more dia- 
monds in the rough and it is 
sad to not be able to help 
more. 


One day as1 started into 
ahouse 1 was moved with 
love and pity for a little boy 
I saw lying down upon his 
ragged garment asleep. His 
waist was naked and he was 
very very dirty. He had 
an old basket lying beside 
him witha bowl and an on- 
ion in it. Also he had a stick 
or cornstalk which beggars 
usually carry to mind the

They drink sev-| 
eral bowls of this about 
twice a day and often they 
cannot afford salt to put in it. 
In different parts oftChina the 
food varies as the people 
seem to depend entirely on 
what their part of the country 
produces. In Shuntung Pro- 
vice where we have been 
living until recently, they 
make flour of millet and then 
make a very thin bread and 
fold it up. This is the prin- 
ciple food eaten there, while 
ifone has money you can 
buy other kinds of food. 


When the silk worms com- 
plete their silk they eat them, 
except those they keep for 
new eggs. | was told the 
season before we came grass- 
hoppers ate up acertain crop 
and the Chinese went out 
and gathered up the grass- 
hoppers and ate them. 
Some kinds of trees they eat 
the leaves from. They work 
for hours gathering grass and 
grass roots for fuel, So you 
see they utilize lots of things 
we don’t. 


They are undoubtedly the 
most economical people | 
have ever known.
